On 1985/11/13 and 1983/20/13, hemoglobin level of th*t 
person was still stagnating, three months after operation, around 
9 g/ 100ml- The doctors where about to trans-fuse blood anyhow when 
the person heard the 'melody' of hemoglobin only twic* aver the 
phone, on dec- 12, 19B5. The person immediately felt relieved. 
Four days later, the blood test* confirmed that hemoglobin was 
back to normal at 2,7 g/lOOml. <Story told in Dr . Fukagawa* s book). 

On the morning of june 3, 
1996, at 11 a.m. the blood tests showed hemoglobin level to be B. 1 
g/ 100ml- The boy then listened to hemoglobin, together with 
ferredoiin and erythropoietin melodies, which her mother had made* 
him listen to, at two different times. At 5 p.m., just before 
surgery, a control test showed hemoglobin nearly back to normal, 
at 12-4 g/lOOml. <The particular action of erythropoietin ahead of 
red blood cells renewal could be appreciated here in the fact that 
leucocytes went down from 7300 to 4500 per cubic millimeter, while 
hematies almost proport ionnal ly went up from 325COOO to 454O0O0 
per cubic millimeter, as a characteristic scaling wave effect) -

R*mcLrhz M- Lempereur confirmed that such a cold never came back 
'\ since- Tn march 2001 however, he had again a nose running; this 
time he did not "recognize' the listening of rhinovirus inhibitor, 
nor of influenza A 7 but he did 'recognize 7 that of influenza B 
inhibitor, which he listened to twice and th#» running stopped.
